| York headquarters, but information of 
Canovas’ death, bearing as it does a 
vital sigmificance to the Patriot’s cause, 
immediately drew all the influential 
Cubans to the dingy suite of offices 
where so much is done toward shaping 
the course of the war. When I visited 
the Junta as it is commonly called, the 
handsome Cuban office boy was busy 
trotting to and from the inner offices 
with cards of visitors. The place was 
al! ahum with enthusiastictalk, and a 
renewed fire shone in the eyes of these 
resolute men.

he said: ** Guns and bullets and not 
reforms are what the Cubans will get.” 
Canovas stood behind Weyler’s reign 
of terror and Canovas’ death means 
Weyler’s certain recall. The following 
statement of T, Estrada Palmer to a 
reporter is of importance as presenting 
intelligent and authoritative views as to 
the results of Canovas’ death upon the 
Cuban cause:

tiger whom the Spanish called the 
Count deValmaseda. It was in Canovas’ 
name Weyler murdered defenseless 
women andchildren. Therefore Rinal- 
di, or whatever his name may be did 
not kill ap angel but a monster. - +: - 
If the various factions should unite 
under the leadership of the heretofore 
dissentient Sivela, and he were appoint- 
ed Premier I must recall that this poli- 
tician declared that if he became per- 
suaded that the: Cubans as a people 
were hostile to Spain he would favor 
abandonment of the island. On the 
other hand if Sagosta came into power

Plans for the coming New York Pub- 
lic Library, which is to be the largest 
library in the United States, ure well 
along toward definite adoption. Every 
effort is being made to secure designs 
for the most beautiful and convenient 
building which it is possible for human 
ingenuity to conceive.

Twelve contestants were awarded 
prizes of $400 each. Six of the best of 
these were assigned to enter the final 
competition with six other eminent 
architects under special invitationof the 
committee. Each competitor is allowed 
$800 to cover the cost of preparing the 
detailed plans. These must all be sub- 
mitted before November lst.

the library authorities. Ie 
after their decision the plans will 
turned over to the builders and the 
work of construction will begin. .' The 
building is to cost $1,700,000 exclusive 
of all accessories, such as furniture, 
heating, lighting shelving, architect's 
fees, etc. It will be erected on the 
sight of the present reservoir, fronting 
on Bryant Park on one side and Fifth 
Avenue on the other, and extending 
the length of the Block between Forty- 
first and Forty-second Streets. The 
general stipulations provide fora build- 
ing 482 by 455 feet. The “stack room” 
on the first floor must provide for 1, 
250,000 volumes, with a maximum ca- 
pacity for 3,000,000 volumes, as occa- 
sion is sure to require large additions 
to the first number, which ‘represents 
the collection with which the. library 
The reading rooms must 
contain 26,800 square feet and accomo- 
date 800 readers. Both they and the 
stack rooms must have light on three 
sides. The periodical and newspaper 
rooms must contain 4,000 square feet, 
the patents room 38,500 squate feet, 
the public documents room 4,000. 
square feet and the childrens room 
4,000 square feet. In addition to 
these rooms there will be a library for 
the blind, a music room, a manuscript 
room, a map room, a Bible room, lunch 
room and large cloak and bicycle rooms. 
The Library will contain the large 
Stuart collection of paintings. The in- 
terior will be largely composed of 
marble, mosaics and polished granite. 

Rapid strides toward the perfection 
of the New York postal facilities have 
been made during the past few years. 
Within a comparatively limited time, 
the delivery and collection system has 
been almost revolutionized. With the 
advent of the surface cable roads came 
the mail cars in which mail is sorted 
and transported from one post-office 
station to another, and from these 
stations to and from the main office. 
This innovation contributed much 
toward facilitating a quick service in a 
city where such a service is made dif- 
ficult by long longitudinal distances. 
After the mail cars, came the collect- 
ing wagons. Thete are driven from 
one street post box to another, and as 
fast as the mail is collected from the 
boxes it is classified by clerks inside the 
wagons. A new system of private 
mail boxes han just been installed, 
which bids fair to largely supersede the 
old plan of corner lamp-post boxes 
By this system-each house becomes a 
private post-office. If you desire to 
mail a letter, vou do not need to leave 
your house. You simply drop it in the 
front door box which is of steel and of 
tasteful design. As soon as a letter is 
deposited in the box a spring is re- 
leased which drops a dial in front of the 
box bearing the letters — ** U.S. Mail.” 
This informs the next collector that 
there is something for him. He opens 
the box with a duplicate key and takes 
your letter to the nearest post-office 
station. Should you wish stamps of 
any denomination, or a money order, 
you have but to fill out forms with 
which you are furnished, place them 
in a special envelope, drop this in your 
box, and in a few hours at the longest 
your order is filled and placed in your 
box by the delivery postman. Your 
incoming mail is of course also placed 
in this box. Of all the improvements, 
however, for perfecting the city’s mail 
service, the latest is the most impor- 
tant. This embraces a system of pneu- 
matic tubes connecting the twenty-two 
branch post-offices with the main office, 
and also;connecting the main office at 
Brook:yn by a tube line over the 
Bridge. Any one of these lines of 
tubes will have a capacity of 250,000 
letters per hour, and they will do away 
with 70 per cent. of the wagon mail. 
Carriers 8 3-16 inches in diameter and 
24 inches long, holding 600 letters 
each, wilt be shot through these tubes 
under high pneumatic pressure. It is 
estimated that such a carrier can be 
sent from the main office to the Grand 
Central station, 3 1-2 miles, in 3 minutes, 
It now takes the wagons at least 40 
minutes for this trip. Mayor Strong 
broke ground forthe first of the tube 
lines a few days ago. All will soon be 
in operation, the work of construction 
‘being remarkably expeditious. In the 
New York post-office 900,000,000 pieces 
of mail matter are handled annually, ne- 
cessitating 2,500 employes.

JOB TYLER’S. SUCCESS, 

Aug. 25, brings the anniversary of 
the Tyler family gathering in Hart- 
ford, Ct. and perhaps afew more notes 
in regard to the good work Job has put 
in for his posterity since he was gath 
ered to his fathers, may induce some |. 
forgetful descendant to take the trip. 
The historian and secretary are still 
working on the different lines, regard- 
less of wind or weather, and all tra- 
ditions will be gladly received to 
brighten the pages of the forthcoming 
work. Through the courtesy of Mrs. 
Ladd, the secretary resident in West 
Boxford, I have been able to connect 
most of the line who went out from us 
with those now resident. 

The sons “John and “Samuel who 
went back to Mendon after the Indian 
outbreaks subsi:led, left large families 
from whom came the long and honor: 
able records that are swelling the 
pages of the slowly growing Memorial 
Register. Samuel, the survivor of 
Bloody Brook counts Prof. Wm. 8. Ty- 
ler of Amherst and his sons also with 
him on the college force, in his line. 

*John and Hanna Parker, (daughter 
of Nathan of Andover) who lived on 
the slope of old Carmel Hill, send us| . 
Hon. James M. Tylerof Brattleboro, Vt., 
of the Supreme Court. »Hopestill and 
Mary Lovett may have left to us, in 
the descendants of *Hanna Tyler and 
Robert Buswell, a few who will be 
found here in the family later. 

‘James Tyler, Capt. with a succession 
of military tiles of high rank comes 
down to Prof. Moses Coit Ty‘er of 
Cornell University, the Chairman of 
the new assoiation. A few of us out- 
side the family party could not tell 
whether one of our own Andover boys 
or the genial face of Professor Moses 
would be kept in our picture gallery 
the longest. 

It was to the line of sMoses the patri- 
arch buried 1n the old North yard, that 
we are indebted for the stock we have 
saved tothe town. *Moses and Ruth 
Perley edged off to Wenham, the girls 
married Porters and sent us back 
through ‘Lydia Tyler, Prof. Egbert 
Smyth to show us how the Tylers en- 
joy the sunset years. 

‘John was a mariner and the resi- 
dence of his descendant John Wood ‘of 
Boxford has mementos of his voyage. 
This family have the old Tyler ‘ite. 
Near the driveway, Perley says the old 
house built by *Moses in 1666 stood and 
there Job died. When Capt. John came 
home from sea to stay, he had to make 
room for the ten children growing up: 
so he built the new house now standing 
there and gave it to the heir ‘Gideon, 
living/in the ancient home’ himself. 
When Gideon added a bit in 1775.0n 
his marriage with Mehitable Kimball, 
it-was about right for son ‘John and 
granddaughter Mehitable. Tyler, the 
last of the name, to hold the place. 
Her marriage with Capt. Enoch Wood 
filled the house with old memories, all 
twisted together with the Peabodys, 
Adams, Barkers and other kin of John 
and Rebecca and Enoch Wood who 
have watched that old lilac tree coil it- 
self into a monstrous knot with added 
years. With other equally unique 
relics of the past, down to the. well 
kept white oxen who also have a story 
attached, the whoie estate is one of the 
most interesting and charming spots 
in Andover borders. From old deeds 
it is evident that these outlying farms 
were once part of a monstrous grant 
to syndicates of Englishmen with 
money to spare and through the in- 
dustry of afew husbandmen along the 
line have been improved up to ‘the 
ideal. A Boxford family are now to 
my miud about as well ‘‘connected’’ 
as any in the country, except in the 
way of communication with the Centre, 
and that is the reason I have been a 
long year trying to glean the Tyler 
fields. ‘ 

Miss Bailey thought. there were no 
Bradstreets left in Andover, but I am 
quite sure thé very best of old Col. 
Dudley’s spirit came down through 
Margaret Bradstreet and her husband 
8Job Tyler, the last to hold the old 
Governor's house and the large estate 
attached. In 1717, they sell Rowley 
land and in 1721 for 880£ a large estate 
to David Wood, physician, including 
several holdings, one from J. Storks, 
a clothier of Ramsey in Sutton across 
the water, sold in 1683. He sells later 
some of the Robt. Barnard Jand to Ed- 
ward Gray, to John Osgood the tanner, 
site for building near the Pond, and to 
Timothy Johnson go Barnard .and 
Bradstreet lands until in 1735 ** Job IV 
has grown up, and his parents. for 500£ 
deed him a Bradford estate, and with 
Elizabeth Parker he starts off at the top. 
In 1746 Job and Margaret who calls 
herself a spinster are off somewhere 
and send greetings to Boxford in quit 
claim. In 1754 Margaret haslong been 
succeeded by the short reign of Pris- 
cilla Peabody and Mary, widow Brockle- 
bank of Georgetown, soothes his last 
fears.

A PROJECTILE,

The Projectile Is Fired Through Two Open 
yrames Placed One Hundred and Fifty 
yeet Apart— The Velocity Accurately 
Registered by Electricity. 


It is now possible to tell the exact 

ed at which a projectile moves when 
it leaves the interior of one of the great 
guns which belp Sandy Hook te frown 
on the world. This remarkable fact is 
prought about by new instruments never 
used before, 

The method is as simple as can be. 
In its very simplicity lie its usefulness 
and practicality, Compared with the 
present test, the.old ideas of the theo- 
retical measurement of the velocity of a 
projectile are but child’s play. Here for 
the first time is actually measured, even 
to the fraction of a second, the exact 
speed of a projectile as it shoots on its 
way of destruction. It is to this very 
end that the brains of the ordnance de- 
partment of the navy have been work- 
ing always. An ordnance officer must 
have accurate knowledge of the velocity 
of a projectile that he may predict its 
range and penetration and determine 
the accuracy of the gun. It is an abso- 
lute necessity that the power of destruc- 


power of penetration at the point of 
completion. of its journey through the 
air, should be known. Without such 
knowledge there can be no accurate plan 
of firing adopted, because to a certain 
extent it will be guesswork, 

The great trouble has been to get 
some practical method to bring about 
the desired result which was susceptible 
of proof without being aboard the ship, 
for instance, that was fired at. The 
great guns of the navy are said to have 
a maximum ratige of nine miles. The 
fact of the matter is, however, that an 
80 ton gun can never be tested at its 
maximum range-power aboard a ship, 
for if it were the recoil would result in 
sinking the ship, The army officers

have been laboring to do away with 
the theoretical range and obtain for 
themselves a positive knowledge of just 
what it was practical for the guns to 
do. 

When the test takes place, two open 
frames are set 150 feet apart in front of 
the gun. Wires are stretched back and 
forth across these. frames, making a 
screen throngh which the shot must 
pass. The wires in each screen form a 
complete electric circuit, which in- 
cludes also an electric battery and an 
electro magnet. The projectile, after 
leaving the gun, flies through the wire 
in the first screen, interrupting the cir- 
cuit and releasing the armature of the 
magnet. In a space of time so small as 
to be hardly conceivable the projectile 
has covered. the distance between the 
two frames and ‘pierced the wire in the 
second, interrupting its electrical cur- 
rent and releasing the armature of its 
magnet as in the first case, 

The iuterval between the drops of 
these two armatures represents the time 
spent by the projectile in traveling 150 
feet. This time is indicated by the 
chronograph in the laboratory near by. 
Wires run from each screen to.the lab 
oratory, which is fitted up with bat- 
teries and switchboard. The armature 
of the first electro magnet” is an iron 
rod about three feet long, which is sus- 
pended vertically, .This rod falls when 
the first screen is pierced. The arma- 
ture of the sécond electro magnet is 
placed a little below the first, and when 
itis released it acts-as a knife, and, 
striking the side of the falling rod, 
makes a slight mark. 

The distance from this cut or mark 
to the end of the rod indicates the 
distance through which the rod has 
dropped while the projectile ig passing 
from one screen to another. This forms 
the unit for the calculation of the pro- 
jectile’s velocity in feet per second. 
New explosives and high power guns 
have increased the initial velocity of 
projectiles wonderfully in the last few 
years. ' Projectiles may be expelled now 
with a force that will make them effect- 
he a range far beyond ordinary eye- 
sight. ‘

OBTAINING A PATENT NOT THE LEAST 


that delays are di 
ably no-field of work in which delays 
are less dangerous than in taking out 
patents. Few things justify being pat- 
ented before they are tried. The 
States patent laws are the most liberal 
and favorable to the inventor of any in 
the world, and by them he is allowed |’ 
two years of public use of his invention 
prior to the date of his application 
without in any way prejudicing hie 
right. In an ordinary case the inventor 
should show a drawing or a photograph 
of his invention or the machine itself 
to a few of his personal friends, The 
drawing should be signed and dated by 
these friends or a signed and dated 
statement that the machine was seen 
by tnem should be made. In case of 
any question of priority (interference) 
tetween him and another inventor, this 
drawing or statement will serve as proof 
to the patent examiner of the date to 
which he is entitled. The immediate 
filing of an application can do no more 
than this, as any patent is liable to be 
thrown into interference during the 
first two years of its life. The only rea- 
son for haste that can possibly be urged 
is the avoidance of interference, and 
this is accomplished just as well by the 
method described as by filing an appli- 
cation. Meanwhile the inventor’s ardor 
will have a chance to cool down, with 
the probability in most cases that the 
expense of an application will be saved.

Only those who have tried it know the 
difficulty of enlisting the interest’ of 
manufacturers in putting these things 
upon the market. In general inventors 
without means and without opportuni- 
ties for enlisting the interest of others 
should be very slow indeed about spend- 
ing money on patents for inventions, 
no matter how promising they may be.

These statements ouly outline the be- 


ginning of an inventor's troubles. The 
allowance of a patent by the patent 
office is not law, and questions of in- 
fringement are always likely to arise if 
the invention is really valuable—ques- 
tions which can only be settled by ex- 
pensive litigation. It has been said that 
a patent is only ‘‘a license for a law- 
suit,’? and when an inventor like Mr, 
Edison says, as he did not long since, 
that patents are a delusion, the average 
inventor mav well think twice before 
spending hie hard earned dollars in that 
way. 


The cheap patent solivitor flourishes 


largely because the inexperienced do not 
understand the difference between a 
good patent and a poor one and imagine 
that because ah invention is patented it 
is thereby protected—an impression 
which is erroneous. The solicitor who 
prepared the claims for Elias Howe’s 
sewing mactine saw that the essence 
of the invention lay in the ‘‘fluted re- 
ciprocating eye pointed veedle’’ and 
worded his claim accordingly. Had he 
not been a superior man he would have 
made his claim to cover the various 
links in the chain of mechanism by 


which the stitch was formed, and the 


first inventor who succeeded in making 


a stitch by a different chain would 
have evaded the patent. This example 
illustrates in a few words the differ- 
ence between a good claim and a poor 
one. There is no field in which one 
man seeks the expert advice and assist- 
ance of another—excepting that of 
medicine—in which it is more impor- 
tant to employ good talent than in the 
preparation of patents.—American Ma- 
chinist 
Sharpening Plow Points. 

Plow points are often improperly 
sharpened. Some blacksmiths slope the 
plowshare all the way to the edge, like 
a cultivator shovel. An Orange Judd 
Farmer correspondent says: ‘‘A point 
go sharpened will always give trouble, 
ranning too deep, and if the ground is 
very hard the point will soon round up, 
the plow refusing ample penetration 
unless the ground is rather soft. In 
working the ateel, it is better to heat it 
slowly. In tempering, heat to a cherry 
red and dip in water. When taken out, 
if a blue color, immerse again, and that 
will toughen it, If the plow is rusty, it 
is a good plan to oil the share often 
with kerosene. In painting ironwork, 
an excellent paint is made of graphite 
mixed with linseed oil, The color is 
black, the paint sticks well and forms a 
fine coating for tin roofs, Farmers 
should paint the sheetiron work on their 
binders and other machinery.”’ 


Tobacco Worms. 


Tobacco growers are combating 
worms by using a spray of 1 pound of 
paris green to 160 gallons of water.

Death of W. L. Picknell. 


Marblehead, Ang. 10.—William B.. 
Picknell of Boston died at the summer 
home of his uncle, DD. S, ‘Ford at 
Devereaux Rocks, yesterday, Mr. Pick- 
nell wan 42 years of age and married, 
The body will be taken to Everett fur 
interment. 

As a painter of landscapes and quasi- 
marine scenes William L. Picknell was 
aniong the foremost American artists of 
the day. Numerous examples of his 
work have been exhibited, and they im- 
press one as being vigorous and solid, 
potent in their grasp of nature and fas 
cinating in their luminosity. 

He began to study art in Rome when 
only 19 years of age, and it was there he 
came under the influence of the greatest 
of American landscape painteis, Inness, 
to whose friendsliip and direction he 
owed much. 

It was probably this same influence 
that sent him to Paris, where he entered 
the studio of Leon Gerome in the Ecule 
des Beaux Arts. His first picture in the 
salon of the Champs Elysees of 1879 at- 
tracted flattering attention to the young 
painter, and in the exhibition of the 
year following his ‘Route de Concas- 
nee was awarded an honorable men- 

on. 

From France he went to England, and 
for a number of years was an exhibitor 
at the Royal Academy, his winters be- 
ing passed in the new forest, and his 
summers on the coast, 

Mr. Picknell’s recompenses were 
many, but the most recent is the Lip- 
pincott prize awarded him by the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts fot his 
"Morning on the Loinz,"’ which was ex 
hibited. at the academy. Examples of 
his work are to be found in a number of 
the museums of the country, and they 
always bear the impress of genius.
